NOTES. 


Note (A.)— A sum o£ 25,OOOZ. was paid to the Royal Dublin Society in the years 1879-80 to 1881-32 in connection with 
the transfer of their show grounds from Kildare Street to Ballsbridge. 

Note (B.) — This amount has been based on the estimates for the last 10 years. The maintenance, &c., expenditure on the 
Royal Dublin Society building is not shown separately in the Accounts of the Irish "Works Department. It is included in 
the general “ Science and Art Buildings ” Account. 

Note (C.) — Administered as a Public Grant from this date. 

Note (D.)— The work performed by the Royal Irish Academy is, however, only partially scientific in character. 

Note (B.) — It is not practicable to give with any exactness the maintenance, &c., charge, for the last 50 years. The present 
system of Accounts, by which the expenditure is shown for each building under subheads, was not established at the 
commencement of that period. 

Note (P.) — The Royal Zoological Society holds its grounds in Phoenix Park rent free. 
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
